Philadelphia, July 19 (AP)—Except 


in the southwest counties, rain in 
the last week was insufficient for 
growing needs, the weather bureau's 
weekly report on crop conditions in 
Pennsylvania disclosed today. 


"In a few small regions the rain 


was extremely light and crops are 
suffering,'' the report said. 


''Corn is mostly tasseled in the 


southern counties, and ears are 
forming. The Japanese jbeetle is 
doing some damage, but otherwise 
the crop is mostly in good condition. 


"Threshing of winter wheat and 


rye continues mostly in the field, 
and other yields are generally fair 
to good. 


"Oats is ripening rapidly on short 


straw and promises little better 
than half a crop. 


"Pastures and meadows are getting 


short and showing the need of 
moisture. 
In 
general they are 


needing good soaking rains. 
The 


second crop of alfalfa is being cut 
and in some places it is better than 
the first crop. It is being secured 
with little or loss in the curing and 
handling 
process. Timothy 
and 


clover will be light in yield for the 
second crop, as they were in the 
first. 


"Early potatoes are fair to good 


and are nearly ready for digging in 
the southern counties. The late 
crop has improved in many sections 
and is generally fair to good. 


"Truck crops and vegetables arc 


generally only fair. Sweet corn is 
beginning to corne to market, and 
tomatoes are ripening. 


"Tobacco is making fair progress, 


but generally needs rain. 


"Orchard fruits continue fair to 


good in most regions. Early apples 
are coming to market and are 
generally' of 
good 
quality. 
All 


orchard fruits are much better than 
last year's. 


"The cherry crop promises nearly 


twice the yield of last year. Grapes 
about 50 per cent more than last 
year; peaches about a third more, 
and the outlook for late apples is 
the best of the last three or four 
years."

Control is achieved by 
spraying or dusting, use of pbison 
baits, plowing furrows in fields, or 
attacks of • natural • enemies. 
Ask 


your county agent for details. 


Oats Are Turkey Feed 


Growing turkeys can make good 


use of oats. • During hot weather, 
turkeys will eat more eats than 
wheat or corn, say poultry special- 
ists. The oats encourage growth 
and are an aid in controlling feather 
picking and cannibalism. 


Control Chinch Bugs 


Chinch bugs can cause great 


damage in corn fields. The job of 
the farmer is to keep the bugs from 
reaching the corn, say entomolo- 
gists.. This he can do with spray; 
or barriers. Detailed information on 
control practices is available at the 
office of your county agent. 


Stop Black Pox 


When the weather is wet in sum- 


mer, black pox on apple trees may 
become worse. This disease attacks 
leaves, limbs, and fruit, explain' 
plant pathologists. Copper fungi- 
cides in the late cover sprays were 
more effective that sulphur fungi- 
cides in preventing leaf and fruit 
infection last year. 


Prevent Barn Fires 


Wet hay in barns may cause 


spontaneous combustion. Agricul- 
tural engineers urge farmers to put 
only well-cured hay in mows and to 
avoid packing of the hay where 
it drops from the fork. 


Keep Heifers Growing1 


July is a hard month for heifers 


running in pastures. Dairy special- 
ists suggest extra feed, plenty of 
water, and salt to keep the heifers 
growing.
